WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 


ANOTHER BRASS RING 

It's amazing - no matter whether we have 
e@ Republican administration or a Democratic one 
there is always someone in Washington who can 
hand out the Brass Rings, even without trying. 
The latest one is the proposal to tax savings 
accounts, in the banks. 

In Massachusetts, and in, we believe, 16 o- 


ther states, there are some very fine institu- 
tions known as Mutual Savings Banks, and Co-Op- 
erative Sav ims Banks. For decades they have 
been in operation, lending the savings of the 
small people to small home owners and builders, 
for the mutual benefit of both, and at little 
cost.’ 

This is not an operation of Financial Moguls 
but rather a self-help type that has done much 
to build up the economy of our nation. The av- 
erage "spread", i.e. difference between rates 
of borrower and saver, is about 14%, and there 
are no costly fees, such as one finds in other 
states." 

Long before the Federal Government became 
aware of the need for "pump-priming" (with tax 
money) in order to encourage home building, the 
people of Massachusetts were doing this, on a 
Do-It-Yourself plan. 

Now the Federal Government wants to play the 
Middle Man - to take its tax out of the spread. 
This, surely, will be handing the Brass Ring to 
the people of Massachusetts. 


MR ANDERSON'S LAW SUIT 

As a matter of descriptive geography Wil- 
mington is mostly either rock or swamp. Many of 
the house lots sold in former years could have 
been described as 100 x 100 x 3 feet of water, 
or 100 x 100 by 9 feet of rock. 

Back in 1955 the town voted some Zoning By- 
Laws which, by and large, were pretty good. At 
about the same time the town engaged in a "Lan’ 
Use" study to better evaluate future changes in 
By-Laws.° 

Minot Anderson is the owner of a tract of 
land adjacent to Route 93 which, in 1955, was 
marked for "future business". For many years he 
has sought to have the land rezoned for other 
than residential use, holding that it is impos 
sible to build a home in a swamp. He has sought 
to do this in Town Meeting, and he has sought 
(his latest effort) through the Board of Ap- 
peals.’ Here too, he was turned down. 

Now he has taken the Board of Appeals to 
court, seeking redress.

The surprising thing is that Mr Anderson 
seems to have a fairly good chance of winning 
his case. It is very similar to one in Milton, 
back in 1949, in which the Supreme Judicial 
Court reversed a Land Court decision. In both 
instances there is swampy land, set aside from 
other land by natural barriers of one sort or 
another. 

In the Milton case the Supreme Judicial 
Court held that 1) The character of the land 
itself limited the purposes for which it was 
available, 2) The land in question was not 
available for housing, and 3) A By-Law must be 
reasonable to be valid. 

All of which may prove instructive. 


FORGING AHEAD 

Chairman John Brooks of the Board of Select- 
men noted with a touch of pride, Monday night, 
that Wilmington was reported, in the Commerce 
Digest of the Mass. Department of Commerce as 
having 200,000 feet of newindustrial facilities 
planned in the first five months of 1961, out 
of a total of 2,200,000 feet reported in the 
Commonweal th. 

The report did not include the 79,100 feet 
in the new Avco facility. By the time the year 
is ended, thanks to the new Route 93 in part, 
Wilmington should be leading, in industrial ex- 
pansion. As of the moment it is in second place 
measured in total feet, with Needham leading at 
235,000 feet. Waltham is in third Place with 
163,000 feet. 

Burlington, which occupied many lines of the 
Commerce Digest last year, is now stymied by a 
State Department of Health Ruling - no more in- 
dustry until you have industrial sewerage. 

There, too, Wilmington has the jump. Things 
look good for this town.

SMALLPOX KILLED WILMINGTON’S INDIANS 


Smallpox, almost unknown to- 
day, was responsible for the 
deaths of hundreds of Indians 
in the Massachusetts area, du- 


ring the year 1609. It was 

this circumstance that enabled 
the Pilgrims to withstand 
their terrible first winter, 
for if there had been many In- 
dians they most surely would 
attacked the little colony. It 
was also this circumstance 
that enabled the Puritans to 
get a foothold before the In- 
dians had regrouped their 
strength, and thus found the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. 

Sieur De Champlain, French 
explorer, and Capt. John Smith 
explored the New England coast 
in 1609, Champlain coming far 
enough south to enter the 
Merrimac, and Smith reportedly 
getting as far north as the 
present site of Winchester, on 
the Mystic river. 

One or the other had, in 
their hand of men, the disease 
which was almost benigh to 
white men in those days, but 
which was absolutely fatal to 
the savages. The Indians were 
stricken, and died by the hun- 
dreds. 

In Andover, at a place known 
as Shattuck's Farm, traces of 
the campfires around which the 
sick Indians huddled, as they 
died, can still be seen. 

Such a place, too, was Buck's 
Hill, in Wilmington, where In- 
diens had had a summer encamp- 
ment for hundreds, if not 
thousands of years. They died 
and left behind them many ar- 
tifacts, some of which are, 
today, in the New York Museum 
of Science. 

Buck's Hill was a natural 
camping spot for these people. 
It was high enough to catch 
every breeze - important in 
that the breezes discouraged 
the efforts of the ever pre- 
sent mosquito. It overlooked a 
large level tract of land 
suitable for farming, and was 
near a large brook, in which 
elewives swarmed every spring 
and provided fertilizer for 


the corn, beans and squash 
which the Indians grew. 
To clear farmland was an easy 


task for the aborigines of New 
England. They simply set fire 
to the forest, and if the fire 
raged, off into country thirty 
or forty miles away that was 
a fact of no concern. They 
then planted among the charred 
trees, and in a few years they 
had a farm. 

Smallpox killed the Indians 


of Wilmington, in 1609. It was 
their cleared land, 63 years 
later, already well overgrown 
but still somewhat cleared, 
that caused Roger and William 
Buck to build where they did - 
now the oldest home in Wil- 
mington. 

And in spite of the fact that 
there are still more in the 
ground, along with "chips" or 
pieces of stone left over from 
the task of arrowmaking. But 
it takes an expert to find one 

On the east side of Buck's 
Hill, east of Woburn Street, 
one may see the rock where the 
squaws ground their corn - a 
hollow place in the ledge,worn 
perfectly round and smooth. 
Clayton Buck, one of the des- 
cendants of the original fami- 
ly, has one of the stones that 
were used by these squaws. 

Another place in Wilmington 
where the Indians camped dur- 
ing summers is now almost en- 
tirely gone, due to gravel 
operations of recent days. It 
was on the high land overlook- 
ing Martin's Brook, on Salem 
Street. Professor Burtt, of 
the Lowell Technological In- 
stitute, has pottery shards 
(fragments) which he found 
there,and other proofs of 
their encampment. 

A third place allegedly was a 
site near Hopkins Street and 
Shawsheen Avenue, overlooking 
the Shawsheen River, and al- 
though a few arrowheads have 
been found in the area, there 
is not sufficient proof for 
the writer that there was a 
semi-permanent encampment at 
this place. Arrowheads may be 
found in all parts of the 
country - lost by their ori- 
ginal owners,and it takes 
more than just a couple to es- 
tablish a fact of residence.
